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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: component 
number 54 is used for both the coil spring and the finger. See pages 14, lines 13 and 
page 16, line 9. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 7 - 12 are objected to because of the recitation "first and second spring 
contacts" in lines 4 and 5 of Claim 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

4. The following is~a~quotatioh of 35 U~S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

5. Claims 1 - 4 and 14 - 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yoshida et al. (US 5,875,366) in view of Thailand 20241 . 
Yoshida et al. have a lens fitted camera having a main body having a pair of chambers; 
a left chamber having a cassette and take up chamber on the right with an exposure 
area between the two chambers. As shown in Figs. 22-24, the motor (22) in the take up 
spool is rotated to wind the film (15). The reference has a shutter blade (44), a shutter 
release button (40), and a switch (41). The motor (22) is de-activated during shutter 
movement (col. 5, lines 23-30). The reference does not have a container for the take up 
spool and does not show the rear cover. 

The Thailand reference teaches the use of a disposable camera having a rear cover 
and having a pair of chamber with an exposure area between the two chambers. The 
camera has a film cassette and a container for wound film. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 5, 6, 13 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 7-12 would be allowable if/ewritten to overcomejhe rejection(s) under 

35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claim 19 is allowed. 
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9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The claims are allowable at least for camera having a pair of chambers, a film 
cassette, a film container, a drive shaft, shutter release assembly, a switch, and first and 
second spring contacts as claimed. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The reference cited have a disposable camera with a motor to 
wind the film in response to the shutter release button or other pertinent embodiments.
